BRITISH AIRMEN DO REMARK. 
ABLE* STUNTS IN THE FIGHT- 
ING IN EUROPE. 



Tha (real victory won by the British 
over a front of 12 miles, mentioned In 
the NEWS bu>t week, hen been extend- 
ed somewhat tinea) {hat. by very bit- 
ter and 'ilooiy fighting. The German* 
rushed troope from ether placea to this 
front and realat»d stubbornly, but li«v« 
not vet entirely (topped the British, 
ll la aald lo be Ihe greatest victory yet 
achieved for the allies. 

The tank* the cavaliy and the In- 
fantry played strong parta. 

The work of Drltlah airplane* dui ■ 
lng the .ir.M nt offensive f..t m* 
■raphlo ohapt-r In tlaelf. Oeaplt* ths 
vile weather, which compelled them t>. 
operate within a few fact of the round 
tlioy kept steadily at their task and 
rendered Invaltal le assistance both In 
reconnaltaance and offensive opera- 
tions. 

There have been almost continual 
butties between CletBru-n Infantry and 
British airmen flying aa low aa 10 feet 
above the r round. Never tiefore .ins 
thla kind of warfare been carried out 
on such a large scale. I'llota have at 
tacked Infantry and sun crewa India - 
criminate!* wherever they encounter- 
ed them and hare Inflicted heavy oasu- 
altlea on the enemy with bomba and 
machine gens. 

The, feature of the fighting can ba 
, aaen from tha experience of a British 
pilot whoae machine waa literally ahot 
to pleoea by rlfla and machine -sua 
fir* an* who finally craabed down b«- 
hlnd hi* own line*, with 10 bullet holes 
throuirh bla clothing, although he him 
eelf waa unhurt 

Another young airman Saturday pre- 
sented himself at headquarters after 
ha vine been ahot down for the third 
time within two daya. Ha waa d» light 
ed over hla *x;»rienee and Immediate- 
ly applied for another machine au that 
ha might gu < ut tiuii . 

Una aviator attarked a column of 
Oeraoan Infantry marching In oloae 
formation and hurled two »l<h-poarer 
bomba . directly among them Taj* 
truopa scattered and aa the alrmai. 
whirled away he aaw two heap* of 
d<ad about iujo cratera which the 
bomba bad torn In the road. There 
were Innumerable caeea of airman aky • 
bombing aej«dromea. traop transport a 
and gun orewa. A large number of ar- 
tillery ere ma have been obliterated ell* 
er by machine-gun Ore at cluaa ranee 
or by bomba. 

Naturally many of the airmen ha-J 
narrow escape from death and awe of 
course paid the fuil i n. . and have 
gone tp awoll the toll or brave men 
Who hare given their Uvea fur theli 
King and oo-intry . 

Imon the hairbreadth escapes re- 
ported la that of an aviator whose in* 
chine wa< torn to plecea while he wan 
righting German Infantry with hia ma- 
chin- gun Ha waa caught In tho ahall 
flre and all 'he wines of hla machlr* 
were ahot away. 

Fortunately he waa flying only 2* or 
tO f ' i above the ground anil cloae to 
hla own linos. He crashed 'n No Man'a 
Land and found hlmaelf unhurt. He 
Immetllately oaine undtr rifle and ma 
eblnr-aan Pre. but he found a flrtiwii 
rifle with rome rmmunltlon and en- 
gaged the enemy single-handed. Aa he 
fred he worked hla way back until he 
reached ore or hla own patrols. 

There Ja tot much humor In tlrMIng 
of thl i nature, but one Incident occur- 
red wnlch la making the while British 
air service laugh to-day.

waa flying? < a low altitude when four 
sVemv maoillne-guna opened on him. 

Me swooped down and ahot th of his 

opponents aa he awept by. The fourth

The, nature of the flgh'lng can Le 
aeen from tha eipertenoe of a HrltUh 
pilot whoae machme wa* literally ahot 
to places >■> rifle and machine -gun 
fire and who finally craahed down be- 
hind hi* own Una*, with 10 bullet hole* 
through hi* clothing, although he Mm 
■elf waa unhurt 

Another young airman Hhturda) pre- 
sented hln-aelf at headquarters after 
having been ahot down for tha third 
time within two day*- Ha waa d» light 
ed over his experience and Immediate- 
lr applied for another machine so that 
he might go < ut fgmiii.

Quarantine Against Cattls Fever Is 
Raised From Great Section 
In the South. 

Washington, D. C— An order signed 
by Secretary of Agriculture D. F. 
Houston lifted on December 1 from 
65,fi20 square miles In the Southern 
states the federal quarantine against 
movement of Southern cnttle. It Is 
of great Importance to cattle raisers 
Bnd dealers of Northern states, as well 
as those of the South. 

In regions infested by the cattle 
tlek It has not been held safe to Im- 
port better stock for the Improvement 
In Southern herds because cattle 
freshly brought In from regions where 
the tick la not prevalent are espe- 
cially prone to sicken and die from 
the fever germs carried by the blood- 
sucking parasite. The federal quar- 
antine against the cnttle tick, on the 
other hand, has prevented the ship- 
ment of cattle from Infested sections 
for use as steickers and feeders In free 
territory, and _permlts their shipment 
Into tree territory only under quar- 
antine restrictions and for Immedi- 
ate ftlaaghter. 

The release of December 1 Is the 
largest amount of territory ever liber- 
ated at one time since the federal 
campaign against the cattle tick was 
started In 1906, and, added to 5,234 
square miles freed in March and Sep- 
tember, will make 1917 by far the 
greatest year ao far In the annihila- 
tion of the tick. 

Nine Southern atatea benefited by 
the release order. The largest benefi- 
ciary was Mississippi, which was en- 
tirely freed from quarantine and open-

Munitions Workers Use Explosive 
to Get Auburn Tint 



BrrHsh Official Issues Warning Against 
Practice Which Is Fatal 
io nsaiin. 

London. — An official of the explo- 
sives department of the ministry of 
munitions baa ottered a warning 
against the practice, disclosed In a 
West London police court case, among 
munition workers of using T. N. T. 
powder to Impart to their hair a 
chestnut or auburn color. The par- 
ticular powder mentioned waa tetryL 
a variety of T. N. T. 

"Officially, I am unaware of the 
practice," aald the official, "but If It 
does exist it Is a most dangerooa 
one. The familiar pigmentation of 
the skin, doe to handling this explo- 
sive Is not. In Itself, a serious mat- 
ter, for It wears off after a time, but 
the akin Itself Is a great absorber of 
poison, and toxic Jaundice and de- 
matltls may result Those continually 
'doping* the scalp and roots of the 
hair with T. N. T. would lay them- 
selves open to this obstinate com- 
pluiut, but, npnrt from this, the ef- 
fect of the stuff on the hair cells and 
tissue Is In no way persistent. A yel- 
lowish hue may be Imparted, but 
viewed purely as an on. anient It la In- 
effective. 

"I'lcrlc add, on the other hnnd, 
which gives a deeper shade, Is onlte 
harmless, and can be hnndlud with Im- 
punity; but dl-nltrnte-benzene and 
tetrachlornthnne (used for airplane 
wings mid eliminating beetles from 
Westminster hall) Is much worse."

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SWISS TO GET LESS BREAD 



Plea to Economize Accompanies Gov- 
ernment Notice of Reduced 
Ration. 

Berne, 8 witaerlaml.— Notice of the 
reduction In the bread ration fot 
Switzerland from 260 to 228 gramme* 
dally, beginning December 1, has been 
accompanied by an urgent plea from 
the government to the people to econo- 
mise on two pounds a month from the 
card allowance. Thla saving would 
amount to 870 carloads of floor each 
month, or enough to stretch the avail 
able supply of flour In Switzerland 
from February to March. 

The Swiss are urged, above all, not 
to follow the example sex In the first 
month of the card regime when on the 
laat day ail the left-over tickets were 
utilized to hoard flour. 

The present allowance of 260 grama 
of bread la baaed on all the supplies 
on hand and on the probable Swiss 
harvest A still further reduction be- 
low 226 grams Is probable unless the 
Swiss answer the government's appeal 
to save bread until flour supplies ar- 
rive from America, 



COOTIE TRENCH SHIRT HERE 



Vermin-Proof Garment to Be Made by 
Hundreds In New York 
Factory. 

New York. — A model of the latest 
thing In trench fashions — the vermin- 
proof "cootie shirt" — has Just been re- 
ceived here, and the American fund 
for French wounded la planning to 
turn them out by hundreds at Its fac- 
tory in New York. The "cootie shirt" 
which Is said to enjoy great popularity 
among the m^f In the trenches, la 
made of cheesecloth and la dipped In 
creosote and other germicidal solu- 
tions. Owing to the texture of the 
fabric the shirt can be made only by 
hand.

Bate of American Flotilla In British 
Waters. — When an American navy man 
who una rialted Ireland In time of 
peact) la naked what haa lmpreaaed 
him moat about Ireland In war. the 
Inevitable answer U "Ireland's proo- 
perlty and freedom from the wur-Uma 
restrictions of other countrlea." 

Hundreds of Americana In the naval 
forces have visited England, Scotland, 
and even France. All agree (hat there 
la mora. freedom In Ireland, particular- 
ly leas war-tlmo curtailment of per- 
aonal liberty, mm, for Instance, regard- 
ing restrictions In eating and drink- 
ing. There la no conscription there, 
no "Defense of the realm uct," few 
war taxes, 

la Land of Plenty. 
Certainly when It comes to food and 
drink Ireland Is a hind of plenty In 
comparison with Knghtnd. Tlu/re Is 
not ouly wire food und drink there 
than In England, but It Is of lietier 
quality. And In most parts of Ireland 
It la cheui>er. Mt'atlcN* and potato- 
!««• days arc unknown there. Potatoes 
War* never so plentiful. Tliut they 
cheaper aven thuu In I lie 1 'nltcd 
States wus unknown to the commis- 
sary department of the American nuvy, 
which recently shipped to the tlotiiiu 
about lO.UtIO bushels of potatoes which 
Were never Union did. After dlscharg- 
'tat lt« Cargo of other foodstuffs, the 
naval supply ship was sent to another 
port, where the potatoes were sold to 
the Hrltish government.

Prink, too, la not only mure plenti- 
ful hut nf better quality. The drink- 
ing place* In Ireland are open nil day 
•and until eleven o'clock at night, 
whereas. In England and Scotland they 
are ouly open for two hours lu the af- 
ternoon and three hours In the eve- 
nlng, ^ ^ 

In England today It la considered 
Indelicate to ask a frleud for n mutch. 
In France, matches ure well nigh un- 
obtainable. AH the continental coun- 
trlea are suffering from a mutch fam- 
ine. Not eo In Ireland. Hotels, bar- 
rooms, and cigar storea all have 
matches in abundance, and they are 
need with the same freedom aa In the 
time of peace. 

The Americana see the Irish funaer 
prosperous beyond precedent. The 
sulh.r In hla little tripe to Dublin and 
such resorts aa KUlarncy, Youghsl. and 
Olengariff, pussea through some of the 
richest agricultural country In the 
world. The Immense amount of land 
under the plow Impresses him, und he 
talks with many fanners who boust of 
the record prlcea they are getting for 
their produce, eapeclally their live 
stock. Cows, sheep and pigs are so 
plentiful that the beautiful rolling 
Jandacapo La fairly dotted with them. 
Ither la the farmer troubled with 
rtuge of labor, as In England.

CUT DOWN RATIONS AT HOME 



Germans Take Food From Invaded 
Territory and Expert It to 
dlnavia to Keep Up 

of Shipping Food. 

London. — New Information of a high- 
ly interesting character concerning 
Oerman food supplies haa been obtuln- 
ed. Submarine crews are now the best 
fed of any of the lighting men In the 
whole aerman aervlce. Tills has been 
ordered to attract men to It 

At the same time It la Germany's 
Intention to do most of lu submarine 
recruiting umoug the men of Its mer- 
chant marine aervlce because of the 
high mortality In the undersea work 
and tin; necessity of saving the regular 
naval officers and men for the high 
seas fleet. 

Food Camouflage. 

In order to send 8 per cent of Ger- 
many's foodstuffs to Denmark and ' 
Sweden, this amount It Is stated, is ' 
being withdrawn from persons In occu- 1 
pied territories. It Is considered vltul- 
ly necessary as propaganda thut Ger- | 
many should bo iWe to make a pre- 
tenM of sending food outside. 

To help counterbalance this expor- 
tation, it is known thut In recent ' 
months Germuny has been sending a 
considerable number of conscripts Into 
neutral countries fJTfnlten up, prelim- j 
Inury to active service. 

The shortage in food in many big 
manufacturing centers lias led to the i 
return home of many highly skilled 
Mutch und Scasdlnavlnn workmen, de- 
spite high wage* offered. Others pe- 
riodically go borne to put In n few 
weeks on better rations, returning 
again to obtulu ihe higher wages. 

The latest food statistics from ticr- 
muny, which cover u period from Au- 
gust to the present time, Indicate that 
new Hour wus placed in market in 
llcrlln during August, whereas a year 
ago it wasn't done until November.

Neutral doctors testify to the In 
crease In cases of perforation of the 
Intestines as a result of the lack of 
food. A report Just Issued by Insur- 
ance companies declares malnutrition 
Is exceeded only by military service as 
the caase of the greatest number of 
deaths. 



CAMOUFLAGE IS ANCIENT ART 



Expert Tells Artists Trojan Horse Was 
an Early Example— Used 
In Civil War. 

New Tork. — Camouflage la ages _pld. 
Maximilian Toch. adviser to the United 
States government In the art, told a 
meeting of artists and archltccta here. 
"It saw Its birth In the day of the an- 
cients," he said. 

"You all know how the Greeks cap- 
tured Troy by the strategy of conceal- 
ing warriors In the wooden horse. 

"Shakespeare wrote of camouflage, 
too. In 'Macbeth.' Confederate sol- 
diers In the Civil war were camou 
ringed by their uniforms of gray thnt 
blended with the dust of highways, 
Mr. Toch explained. 

The artist explained that he and a 
staff of fellow-workers hnve been mak- 
ing visible objects as nearly Invisible 
as possible. He said one Important 
center was camouflaged only after 00 
experienced men had worked four 
weeks.
